Washington.—The gaekwar of Ba- 


roda has achieved a record. He haa 
sat upon hi? throne for 50 year*, an 
onusual term among Indian rulers In 
recent centuries 
Therefore, Barotta j 


has had a jubilee, climaxed by a great ; 
state dinner at which the Important i 
citizen* of Baroda sat cross-legged on 
the floor of the palace audience hall ' 
with eastern viand* before them, while 
the mahartjah gaekwar sat alone at 
a table in a chair of state. The stata 
orer which the oddly titled ruler haa 
presided for half a century Is da- 
scribed In a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington (D. C.) headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic society. 


"Islands" on Dry Land. 


"Bared*, one of the wealthiest of 


the Indian native states, is a group of 
Island*' on dry land." says the bul- j 
letln. "Only prewar Prussia had more i 
scattered dominions 
There are four 


main divisions, but about each of the | 
larger regions cluster small districts, i 
and even separate villages that fairly | 
pepper the territory of the Bombay 
presidency of British India, in which 
the gaelcwar's 'Islands' lie 
There Is 


probably a separate fragment of Ba- 
rodan territory for each of the SO 
years the gaekwar has ruled. 


"The territories, which total 8,000 


square miles, begin near the west 
coast of India, 150 miles north of Bom- 
bay city, and extend for 200 miles to 
the north. Other fragment* are scat- 
tered off to the west on the Kathiwar 
penintnla, the most remote being 236 
miles from Baroda City, the capital. 


"Most of the state is lerel illUTlura 


In a high state of cultrration. This 
is especially true of the region lying 
to the north of the capital With its 
fields, well ordered hedges, and grores 
of trees, this section has much tha 
appearance of English park land. 
Some of India's best cotton land Is 
In Baroda, and the state has 25 gins 
and a cotton mill. Rice and wheat 
are raised, and a considerable area Is 
deroted to poppy growing for the mak- 
ing of opium. Growers of poppy are li- 
censed, and tha handling of opium is 
a state monopoly. 


"Baroda City has a population of 


103,000 There, and In the vicinity, 
are the palaces of the gaekwar. The 
white stucco palace of Nazar Bagh is 
notable chiefly as the Barodan strong 
box. In It are stored the gaekwar's 
Jewels, said to be worth 110,000,000. 
Among them is one of the world's fa- 
mous diamonds, 'the Star of the 
South,' of 123 karats. Another unit 
of the collection Is a cloth embroidered 
with precious stones and seed pearls. 
This was prepared for a Mohammedan 
ruler and wu meant as a cover for 
the tomb of Mohammed.

One 
big danger which was feared to exist 
and caused sponsers of the new plan 
some concern *as the question, "How 
will the city man take to this method 
of farm protection? Will he be with 
it or 'Ag'Jn it'?" Thanks to the fair- 
mindedness of the average man once 
properly informed on a subject, he 
sees the right Bide. 
Farmers have 


found city individuals and organiza- 
tions 
almost unanimously sympa- 


thetic and in accord -with the plan. 


In the words of a prominent city 


dweller recently quizzed for his opin- 
ion, "I nad no idea the loss from pet- 
ty thievery, largely done by motorists 
could reach such proportions. We 
would consider such conditions in our 
city an outrage. I see no reason -why 
farmers should not organize to curb 
their losses." This we believe voices I 
the opinion of every fairminded citi- 
zen -» ho gives the matter fair consid- 
eration.

was emphatically stated that the ocean 
floor is flat, sloping gently here and 
there, but never broken into ranges 
like the dry land. 


Then, In 1901, the cable ship Brltaa- 


»la discovered a mountain range In the 
South Pacific which was In every w ay 
like a range on the Urj land. More 
f**s»)tly a range of mountains, known 
as the Edward VII range, was dlscov-" 
wed in the North Atlantic, Its highest 
peaks only a hundred fathoms below 
the surface. In the Atlantic, too, Is 
Mount Laura Ethel, 
whose summit 


towers near the surface. 


Several small Islands are only the 


peaks of s mountain range which have 
broken the surface. The Bermudas rise 
Straight up from n depth of two and 
a half miles, while St. Helena and As- 
cension Island are also mountain peaks. 
Off the Kuril ist-inds the bottom drops 
sheer to a depth of five miles, while 
only a mile or two from the const of 
Porto Rico the depth Is 27,3CC feet. 


It Is curious that although the bot- 


tom of the sea has not changed for a 
million years, man still knows little 
about It 
Many expeditions are now- 


setting out with the object of sah ag- 
ing tome of the $1,500,000.000 worth of 
gold which is hidden in the depths, and 
these expeditions will, no doubt, make 
many discoveries concerning undersea 
scenery. 


Diving apparatus Invented during the 


last few months enables man to des- 
cend to depths undreamt of ten years 
ago; but the terrific pressure at great 
depths Is still a great obstacle. Quite 
as Important Is the imemion of a mer- 
cury lapor lump, which enables films 
to be taken at great depths. Experi- 
ments on a lamp that will illuminate 
a large area at a preat depth are also 
being made. By means of thii the diver 
will be able to nee the hillsides cov- 
ered with olive-green seaweed, which a 
passing eddy turns Into ft wind-swept 
pine forest, mountains tow ering to the 
surface, volcanoes, plain*, and manj 
other feature); which are associated 
with the grandest land scenery.
